A MATTER OF POPULAR RIGHTS 


Y 


ESTERDAY the Journal asked the Repub- 


lican candidate for 
State 
Senator 
in 


Washoe county to name his choice for United 
States Senator in order that the people whow 
\otes he asks may act intelligently. Today the 
Journal puts the same question to every Republi- 
can candidate for State Senator in Xcvada.

Under existing law. mining is recognized as 


a public use of paramount importance, and goh 
may he mined wherever it is found, even in th • 
streets of Reno. The bill passed in 1903, and ve- 
toed bv Governor Sparks, gave prospectors the 
right to enter'upon all unfenced and uncultivated 
lands m private ownership for exploration pur- 
poses, as the} do on the public domain 


The Governor was advised by some of the 


best lawyers in the state that the measure was 
drawn in such terms as to render it clearly un- 
constitutional, and that it could not possibly add 
anything to rights now cnjojed by prospectors. 
This view was shared bv some of the friends of 
the bill when the subject had been fulh consid- 
ered. 


\nswering the Gazette, we should sa> that 


if another bill drawn in precisely the same term, 
and open to precise!} the same constitutional'ob- 
jections, should be passed by the next legislature 
the Governor would probably be compelled to 
veto i t , but that if a measure can be devised 
which will give additional benefits to prospectors 
in a way that does not infringe the provisions of 
the Constitution concerning special legislation 


and limitations upon property rights the Gover- 
nor will doubtless be glad to sign ir 


The fact of real importance is that John 


Sparks is a true friend of the mining industry 
and a true friend of the prospector, as everybody 
knows 
If the Gazette will be entirely honest 


with itself, it will frankly admit that all irjen and 
all parties in Nevada are favorable to mining, 
and, of course, favorable to piospccting, and 
ready to do even thing icasonable to facilitate 
the fullest development of natural resources.
